Another and move severe course may be 
pursued, however, and an American war- 
ship may be sent to one of the Turkish 
ports, selze a customs-house, and hold it 
gntil the demands of this government are 
satisfied. They amount to $100,000, and are 
for damages to the property and persons of 
American missionaries. These claims have 


, been pending for a number of years, and 


the patience of this government has become 
exhausted more than once by the dilatory 
tactics of the Sultan and his representatives. 
For a long time the Turks disavowed re- 
sponsibility for the damages, taking the 
ground assumed “py the United States that 
it was not responsible for the actions of its 
citizens. 

NoLonger Questionoflaw. 

The question involved between the two 
countries is no longer one resting upon dis- 
puted points of international law, but upon 
the Sultan’s broken faith. This is not his 
only promise, he having stated to our Min- 
ister that. he would give his permit for the 
reconstruction of the American college and 
school buildings, for which up to the present 
the official permit upon one excuse one: an- 
other has been withheld. 

Mr. Straus, the United States Minister to 
Turkey, is at present in the United States 
on leave of absence. As has already been 
announced, he presented his resignation, 
but the President, regarding th® services 
of Mr. Straus as indispensable, definitely. 
extended his leave, subject to the call of the 


Secretary or State whenever circumstances 


may Recessitate his return. Diplomacy ap- 
‘to have éxhausted itself at Constanti- 


History of Negotiations. 

When Dr. Angell resigned in 1898 the rela- 
tions between the two countries were crit- 
ical by reason of the inaction of the Turkish 
government and its refusal to entertain the 
indemnity claims. Mr. Straus, by reason 
of his successful previous mission and his 
past experience, was summoned by the Pres- 
ident to take up the mission, as best quali- 
fled to adjust the pending questions in a man- 
her satisfactory to both countries. 

Shortly after his arrival in Constantinople 
in September, 1898, several matters yielded 
to Negotiation. He then addressed himself 
to the main questions, the compensation 
for missionary buildings destroyed and for 
Property looted and the permit for their re- 
building. 

The Turkish government shortly before 
the departure of Dr. Angell sént a reply de- 
nying all liability for the buildings and prop- 
erty destroyed. A similar reply was sent to 
the Ambassadors of England, France, and 
Italy, having like claims. 

Mr. Straus took up the question anew, 
basing his argument upon the well-recog- 
Rited principles of international law, with 
the resiilt that at an audiénce with the Sul- 
on the 8th of December, 1898, the 
promised to pay the claims. 


Sultan’s Promise Broken. 

The claims were examined with great care 
and scrutiny, based upon the principle of in- 
Gemnity for the actual value of the property 
Gestroyed. The. Sultan also stated that he 
had given permission for the reconstruction 
of the destroyed buildings. Neither of these 


‘Promises has been kept.

INDICT TEN IN GOEBEL CASE. 


Franklin County Grand Jury Charges 
Five Principals and Five Accessor- 
ies with Complicity in the Murder. 


Frankfort, Ky., April 17.—The Franklin 
County grand jury this afternoon returned 
indictments against ten persons, charging 
them with complicity in the murder of 
William Goebel. The principals named are 
Henry E. Youtsey, James Howard, Berry 
Howard, Harlan Whittaker, and “ Tallow 
Dick '’ Combs, colored. Those indicted as 
accessories before the fact are Secretary of 
State Caleb Powers, Captain John T. Pow- 
ers, ex-Secretary of State Charles Finley, 
W. H. Culton, and F. Wharton Golden. 

The indictments were reported late this 
afternoon. Henry E. Youtsey, who is men- 
tioned as the first principal, was a clerk in 
the office of State Auditor Sweeney. He 
formerly lived at Newport. Youtsey was 
first named in the case by Wharton Golden, 
the star witness for the prosecution at the 
eXamining trial of Caleb Powers. James 
and Berry Howard are cousins and moun- 
taineers of note in connection with the old 
Howard feud. 

Harlan Whittaker lived in Butler, Gov- 
ernor Taylor’s home county, and is alleged 
to have been in the room in the Executive 
Building from which the shot was fired. 
‘** Dick ’’ Combs, the negro, lived at Beatty- 
ville and also came here with the mountain 
men. 

Those named as accessories are all con- 
nected with the Taylor administration party 
in various capacities. |

SPION KOP THE CAUSE. 


London Amazed by Appearance 
of Report Which Has Been 
in War Office Two 
Months, 


GENERALS IN BAD LIGHT. 


LONDON, April 18, 4 a. m.—The govern- 
ment has chosen this as the moment to pub- 
lish a dispatch from Lord Roberts pro- 
nouncing censure upon Sir Redvers Buller 
and Sir Charles Warren, two of his most im- — 
portant ‘ subordinate commanders. This 
dispatch, written Feb. 13, has been in the 
hands of the War office for five weeks. Just 
why it is published now, in the middle of 
the campaign, is not understood, unless it is 
expected that General Buller and General 
Warren will ask to be relieved of their 
commands. 


Causes Uneasiness in London. 


The revelation of their incapacity must 
tend to undermine the confidence of the 
troops in their leadership. 

Lord Roberts’ dispatch, with the en- 
closures, is the great feature of the London 
press this morning. 

In a long editorial the Daily News speaks 
of the somewhat appalling language "’ of 
the dispatch, and then goes on to say; 

** Upon the whole, these dispatches are dis- 
quieting and disheartening in né ordinary de- 
gree. . .. Following immediately upon 


the recall of General Gatacre, they will create 


a widespread feeling of uneasiness and 
anxiety." 

The Standard, which is supposed to be in 

the confidence of the government, says: “‘ It 
is scarcely likely that the publication of Lord 
Roberts’ dispatch is without a purpose. It 
irresistibly suggests whether it is not to be 
followed by further important changes in the 
south African commands. Painful as such 
measures may be, there must be no hesita- 
tion in carrying them out if they are required 
in the public interest.” 
Daily Telegraph compliments Lord 
‘Roberts “not hesitating, where great 
national interests are at stake, to wound 
private susceptibilities.”

Will Be Hard to Hold Commanders: <= 


_ Whether the government has any special 
purpose oF not in publishing the dispatch, 
the way in which it has been received will :

The reports were published in the Gazetta 
and coriffrise General Buller’s report on 
Spion Kop and the operations from Jan. 17 
to Jan. 24 and Lord Roberts comments 
dated Feb. 13. 

Lord Roberts deals severely with Gen- 
eral Warren and some others. Even 
General Buller ‘does not escape. Lord 
Roberts complains that the plan of 
operations is not clearly described in 
the dispatches. After sketching General 
Buller’s intentions, as communicated to Sir 
Charles Warren, who commanded the whole 
force, Lord Roberts points out that General 
‘Warren seems to have concluded, after con- 
‘sultation with his officers, that the flank-’ 
ing movement ordered by General Buller 
was impracticable, and, therefore, so 
changed the plan of advance as to necessi- 
tate the capture and retention of Spion Kop. 

Lord Roberts continues: ‘*“ As Warren 
considered it impossible to:-make the wide 


flanking movement which was recommended, . 


if not actually prescribed in the secret in- 
structions, he should, forthwith, have ac- 
quainted Buller with the course he pro- 


posed to adopt. There Is nothing to show 


whether he did so or not. But it is only fair 
to Warren to point out that Buller appears 
throughout to have been aware of what was 
happening.” 


Scores Spion Kop Affair. 
Regarding the withdrawal from Spion 


Kop, the retention of which had become 


essential to the relief of Ladysmith, Lord 


| Roberts says: 


“I regret to be unable to concur with 
Buller in thinking Thornycroft exercised 
discretion in ordering the troops to retire. 
I am of the opinion Thornycroft’s assump- 
flon of responsibility and authority was . 
wholly inexcusable. -During the night the 
enemy's fire could not have been formidable | 
and it would not have taken more than two 
or three hours for Thornycroft to communi- 
cate by messenger with Major General Coke 
or Warren. Coke appears to have left Spion 
Kop at 9:30 p. m. for the purpose of consult- 
ing with Warren..

* It is to be regretted Warren did not hinf- 
self visit the Spion Kop in the afternoon or 
evening, knowing as he did the state of 
affairs was critical and that the loss of the 
position would involve the failure of the 
operations. He consequently was obliged to 
summon Coke to his headquarters, and the 
command at Spion Kop thus devolved on 
Thornycroft, unknown to Coke, who was 
under the impression the command de 
volved upon Colonel Hill as senior officer. 
Omissions or mistakes of this nature niay 
be trifling in themselves, yet they may ex-~- 
ercise an important influence over the course 
of events, and I believe Buller was justified 
‘fin remarking ‘ There was a want of or- 
ganization and system which acted —

JAPAN NOT AFRAID OF RUSSIA. 


Deep Distrust of St. Petersburg Meth- 
ods Is Accompanied by Idea That 
_ Fight Would Help Situation. 


YOKOHAMA, March 31.—[Correspond- 
ence.]—If the quick and steady dispatch of 
telegrams from Corea means’ aught of a 
really serious nature, the inference would be 


that Japan and Russia are on the verge of- 


wer. Outwardly, however, there is absolute 
calm, and the tone of the press is but slightly 
bellicose. The present opinion of the com- 
munity seems to be that as the conflict is 
inevitable the sooner it occurs: ‘the better it 
will be for Japan. 

The latter with her great feet, far superior 


to that of her enemy in these water, would. 


make short work of Russia’s naval forte 
and command the situation, for the time at 
least, with all the advantage which an added 
prestige would confer. 

If it were not for the deep-seated distrust 
of Russian methods of aggrandizement, of 
which she has furnished so many object les- 
sons of late, Japan would be strongly in- 
clined to put up with the “ assurances ”’ 
given that “‘ there is nothing in the demands 
upon Corea inimical to Japanese interests.’’ 

They know that a foothold in Corea means 
the ultimate passing of the peninsula under 
Russian sway, and this nation is a unit for 
fighting to the death against the encroach- 


ment. Other powers may ask Corea for con-. 


cessions and leases ad libitum, but Rutssia 
has too often shown her hand and her plain 
intent for Japan to trust to any of her 
assurances.” 

It may, therefore, easily be that the ques- 
tion will be put to the arbitrament of war at 
any moment. All that Russia demands now 
is a concession of territory near Masampo, 
or as an alternative the Island of Kotoku. 

Russia is making some attempts in the way 
of a naval demonstration, as she did at the 
close of the Japan-China war, but it Is a 
sorry show now compared with the magnifi- 
cent fleet which Japan has most opportunely 
assembled for the spring maneuvers. 

It is deemed by many to be significant 
that the whereabouts and movements of this 
fleet of sixty vessels are veiled in the great- 
est secrecy.

TRACE ALL BONDS TO D’ESSAUER 


Entire Amount of Forged Securities of 
Gas Company Known to Exist 
) Once in His Possession. ~

All the forged bonds of the Northwestern | 


Gaslight and Coke company of Evanston 
thus far known to be in existence have been 
traced to S. George D’Essauer. In addition 
to the $50,000 worth of the forged securities 
which are held as collateral by a Chicago 
man, it developed yesterday that the other 
$5,000 worth, which Theodore F. Heller of 
Buffalo deposited with the Garden City Bank’ 
as collateral for a loan, were also at one 
time in the possession of the missing broker. 

Mr. Heller was formerly an attorney in 
this city and is now connected with the Néw 
York Life Insurance company in Buffalo. 
Early in March he secured a loan from the 
Garden “City Bank, giving as _ collateral 
$5,000 worth of what he supposed to be gen- 
uine bonds of the Evanston company. The 
interest not being paid promptly on the loan 
the bank officials cut off the bond coupons 
and presented them to the Equitable Trust 
company for payment. The trust company 
discovered the forgery and refused pay- 


“ment and the bank notified Mr. Heller in 


Buffalo that the securities were worthlessy 

The next day Mr. D’Essauer appeared and 
paid Mr. Heller's note and took up the 
forged bonds. He inquired why the cou- 
pons had been detached. Upon being told 
that they were forged he said there must. 
be some mistake and departed. 

At last reports D’Essauer was in New 
York engaged in an effort to raise money 
to take up the bonds. His presence in Bos- 
ton was known owing to the attention he. 
paid Miss Helen Bertram of the Bostonian 
Opera company, to whom he Is said to have 
become attentive in this city during Christ- 
mas week. The acquaintance continued and 
they frequently were seen together in cities 
where the company was playing. 

During his attentions to the actress in 
Chicago Mrs. D’Essauer, according to re- 
ports, objected and threatened a scene if 
she ever met him in company with.Miss 
Bertram. It is reported that the trouble re- 
sulted fn an estrangement and that 
D’Essauer lived at a down-town hotel for 
several weeks, while his wife resided at 52 
Astor street. The family had no intimate 
friends in that neighborhood. 

It was reported yesterday that a Wash- 
ington banker, whose name fs kept a close. 
secret, cashed a large check for D’Essauer 
while the latter was in Washington. In- 
vestigation showed the check was worthless 
and the banker telegraphed to Chicago to 
inquire about D’Essauer. The information 


he received was not comforting. The Wash- | 


ington police said last night the case had 
not been reported to them. 

New York, April 17.—Miss Helen Bertram | 
is now singing with the Bostonians at the 
Knickerbocker Theater tn the “ Viceroy.”

‘“‘Miss Bertram has no knowledge of his 
being in New York, and has never had any 
business transactions with him. She does 
not know where he is and is ignorant —— 
of his alleged frregularities.”’

Value as a Story, but Its Presenta-

OVERS of Burns will resent the por- 
trayal of the poet that Allan Mc- 
Aulay has drawn in his novel, “ The 
Rhymer,"’ published by the Scribners. 
The Burns of this novel could not have 
written “To a Mountain Daisy,’’ or “ Ye 
Banks and Braes,”’ norcould he have inspired 
Carlyle’s famous essay or Shairp’s biogra- 
phy.
